The first mandate of the UN 
Disengagement Observer Force 
(Undof) in the Golan Heights, 
which expires Saturday, will be re- 
newed for a second six-month term. 
Israel approved the renewal of the 
mission last oight after Syria con- 
veyed ‘its formal agreement to ex- 
tend the mandate without any new 
strings. 

The Syrian agreement to extend 
Undof's mandate was conveyed to 
Premier Yitzhak Rabin and For- 
eign ‘Minister Yigal Allon last 
night by UN Secretary-General 
Kurt Walktheim, who arrived in 
Jerusalem yesterday from Damas- 
cus, There he had two days of 
talks with Syrian President Hafez 
Assad and Foreign Minister Abdul- 
Halim Khaddam. 

A source in Dr. Waldheim's party 
last night told The Jerusalem Post 
that the Secretary-General was ex- 
pected to report on the Syrian-Is- 
raeli accord to the Security Coun- 
ell today. The Council is to meet on 
Friday and issue a resolution to this 
effect. But first the Secretary-Gen- 
eral will visit Cairo. He is to fly 
there this morninz following fur- 
ther talks with Mr. Alton. 

Although Damascus has posed no 
“new conditions,” the source said 
that the Syrians voiced their expec- 
tations that the extension of Undof's 
mandate would facilitate the im- 
plementation of UN resolution 338 
within the framework of an early 
reopening of the Geneva conference 
on the Middle Hast. 

The source Implied that Damascus 
would not agree to any further ex- 
tensions of Undof's mandate unless 
concrete moves were made in the 
direction of a political settlement 
in the Middle East. 


The source said that the task 
of persuading Syria to agree to 
this first extension was one of the 
Major challenges in Waldheim's 
career. He emphasized at the same 
time that the two superpowers had 
also played a major role in salvag- 
ing Undof's mission. 

‘Dr. Waldheim's spokesman, Keith 
Beavan, last night told The Pust 
that the Secretary-General was 
grateful that the Americans and 
the Soviets had been able to agree 
on the wording of the part of the 
jomt communique they issued fol- 
lowing their summit meeting at 
Viadivostok which dealt with the 
Middle East. However, he noted, “jt 
is one thing to agree on a general 
statement and another to have to 
pin down an agreement regarding 
8 specific operation which was ex- 
clusively the responsibility of the 
United Nations." 

With the Syrian agreement to 
extend Undof's mandate, the Middle 
East situation now seems to depend 
on future efforts to bring Syria, 18- 
raet and Egypt together to nego- 
tiate a politica) settlement.

Give diplomacy a chance, 
despite setbacks — Allon

Political moves in the Middle East 
should stili be given a chance, even 
after the Rabat summit and the UN 
decisions on Palestine, Foreign Min- 
ister Yigal Allon told the Knesset 
yesterday, The prospects offered by 
the political option have been im- 
paired, but not irreversibly. Alion 
said in a Government statement con- 
demning the UN vote last Friday, 
which recognized the Palestine 
Liberation Organization as sole rep- 
resentative of the Arabs of Palestine. 

By a vote of the entire douse 
— excluding the New Communists 
and Moked — the House de- 
nounced UN Resolution 741 which 
accorded UN recognition to Arab 
murder organizations that sought 
to destroy the State of Israel, 
ruled that Israel would not nego- 
tiate with the terror organizations 
and that it would continue to pur- 
sue efforts to achieve peace trea~ 
ties with its neighbours, and ex- 
pressed appreciation to the seven 
nations that voted against the 

UN resolution. 

Allon said the terrorists sought to 
drag the Middle East into another 
war, and precisely because of this, 
Israel should beware of the mood 
of despair which held peace to be 
unattainable. : 

At the same time, Israel would not 


let itself be blackmailed by threats 
of war. “We are no Czechoslovakia, 
We shall not let timorous govern- 
ments try and appease our foes at 
our expense. If they attempt to fol- 
low this course, their peoples will 
rise against them," the Minister pre- 
dicted. 

“If, Heaven forbid, another war is 
forced upon us, we shall wage it in 
a way which will surprise our 
enemies," he said. 

Allon charged that ἃ Soviet-Arab 
coalition was dominating the UN 
General Assembly. Countries which 
wooed the Arabs’ favour, or which 
gave in to Arab oil blackmail, backed 
this coalition, - 

The Assembly resolutions had only 
political and propaganda significance, 
he said. 

The Minister said that not only 
Israel should be concerned by the 
tyranny of the Soviet-Arab coali- 
tion which reached its peak last 
Friday. Israel might be the victim 
today. But tomorrow another coun- 
try which had fallen foul of the 
Soviet-Arab coalition could easily 
become the victim. 

A process of barbarianism has 
gvipped the international body, he 
said. Its next targets will be the 
free, democratic countries of the 
enlightened world. Countries have 
already been influenced in their 
votes at the UN by political black- 
mail, 


But the first symptoms of a reac- 
tion were already apparent, the be- 
lieved, after the developments at 
Unesco and at the Assembly. 

He said the Soviet Union's dis- 
regard for the Assembly's decisions 
emerged in the Ford-Brezhnev 
communique, which ignored Arafat 
and stressed Security Council Re- 
solution 338 —- which the PLO was 
trying to circumvent. 

Allon believed that the decline of 
the terrorists from their present 
fortuitous peak might prepare the 
ground for a just and honourable 
solution to the Palestine Arabs’ 
aspirations to express their identity. 
That identity can find expression 
within historic Eretz Israel, along- 
side but ποῖ in place of the State 
of Israel, he sai¢c, in borders to be 
fixed by negotiations.

‘More defence research, could be 
used to advance industry’

REHOVOT. — Israel should “heet- 
up" its industrial research by greater 
use of military and university re- 
search, according to Dr. Eliezer 
Tal, director of the National Council 

for Research and Development, 


Addressing an international sci- " 


ence writers press tour, Dr. Tal 
said 45 per cent of investments in 
Israeli research went to the defence 
establishment, 30 per cent to uni- 
versities, only 12 per cent to indus- 
try, 10 per cent tc government in- 
stitutions, with the remaining three 
per cent to other bodies. In com- 
parison, he told 18 top journalists 
from the U.S. and Europe, Switzer- 
land spends 77 per cent of its 
research funds in industry — “and 
you can see the results.” . 

Be did not think that defence 


research cculd be cut, but he called 
for better ways to translate its 
findings for the civilian sector. One 
way, be thought, was to allow 
defence establishment scientists to 
do part of their work within the 
civilian framework. 

He called for more use cf univer. 
sity scientists, but he also felt in- 
dustry should finance more cf its 
own scientific work. 


Israel now spends 2.4 per cent 
cf its gross national product on 
sctentific research (including de- 
fence) which he called a respectable 
sum. As fer persons engaged in 
research, the figure (including the 
defence establishment) was 22 or 
23 per 10,000. The U.S. had 25 per 
10,000 and Japan even more, but 
ine ae in Europe was 20 per 
10,000. 


Contingency plan ‘in

Labour Minister Moshe Baram 
said yesterday he hoped the 
country will not be hit by mass 
unemployment as a result of the 
Government’s economic austerity 
programme and the recession in 
the countries that buy Israel 


goods. 

According to Mr. Baram, the cur- 
rent unemployment rate is three per 
cent, but it is expected to reach five 
per cent next year. 

Meeting with reporters in the Ca- 
pital, he said: "We already have 
pockets of unemployment in four in- 
dustries — plywood, diamonds, food 
canning and textiles. A drop in sales 
of these goods has led to manufac- 
turing cutbacks, amd substantial 
numbers of workers have had to be 
laid off. 

“But we- have alresdy prepared a 
contingency plan to meet possible 
la le joblessness, I only hope 
we will not have to use it,” he said. 

The emergency scheme provides 
for Government-spopsored projects to 


create jobs, rescinding of the butid- 


ing freeze announced last July, mass 
vocational training and re-training 
programmes and efforts to increase 
Jabour mobility. In addition, the Mili-

projects to provide work for Arab 
labourers who would become unem- 
ployed in Israel. 

Despite the recent layoffs, certain 
industries — such as metalworking 
and electronics —— are shorthanded. 
Even more pressed for hands are the 
earth-moving companies, where, Mr. 
Baram said, “the shortage of heavy- 
equipment operators has become cri- 
tical, and workers are earning phenc- 
menal sums.” 

At least 23,000 workers will soon 
be needed for seasonal work picking 
citrus, he added.

Fuel companies stop credit 


—so do service stations

TEL AVIV. — Service stations yes- 
terday stopped giving credit to thair 
large \olume customers, such a3 
trucking firms, in the wake cf the 
decision by fuel companies to stcp 
giving eredit to service stations. 

Service station owners are now 
fearful that business, which has been 
bad since the price increase on fuel, 
will get even worse. 

The Israel Trucking Board ‘eld 
an emergency meeting yesterday 
and decided to demand cash on 
delivery cf goods. Because of the 
belief that th's policy will hurt 
business, the truckers are asking 
interim credit from the Government. 
Trucking company representatives 
bt hold another meeting on Mon- 

The two large bus cooperatives, 
Egged and Dan, who buy their fuel 
directly from’ tye fuel companies, 
have had their credit time slashed 
from 12 to 5 days. The bus lines 
Gaim they can't operate on such 
short-credit time and will meet 
tomorrow ‘with Ministry of Transport 
officials to discuss their - problem, 
Dan's fuel bill is about IL2m, 


while Egged's is about JL12m. 

Members of the Asscciaticn of 
Car Agents and Service Station 
Owners this week discussed ways 
of collecting outstanding petrol-7ale 
debts from customers. 

Association president David Niv 
told The Jerusalem Post that abolish- 
ing credit by the‘ fuel companies is 
going to make things “very difficult.” 
He noted that Association members 
now have IL20m. on credit. “We must 
new stop tne credit to our clients. 
‘We fear some of our regular clients 
will now switch stations and not pay 
their debts so fast.” 

‘We now have to pay for our fuel 
on the spot, Mr. Niv said, while we 
are accredited for cash brought into 
a bank a day to two days later. On 
cheques it sometimes takes at least 
three days, “not to mention the ones 
that bounce,” he added. He said, 
however, that service station owners 
are not thinking of refusing cheques, 
which make up about 20 per cent 
of their sales. : 

Mr. Niv said that since the price 
hike there has been an average drop 
of about 30 to 85 per cent in petrol 
sales on weekdays, and up to 65 
per cent on Saturdays.

— The Greek Government 
yesterday said Archbishop. Makarios, 
scheduled to arrive here on Friday 
for talks, will be received as a head 
of state.

ADDIS ABABA (UPI}. — Ethiv- 
pia's military government disclosed 
yesterday that the nation’s former 
head of state was killed resisting 
arrest Saturday and not executed 
with 59 other former aristocrats 
and officers as previously reported. 

The announcement from the 120- 
man military council said Gen. 
Aman Andom, its head for 10 
weeks, had been absent from his 
office for eight days and had re- 
fused “to carry on with his duties 
as chairman of the council.” 

“It was decided by the council 
that the general was a security 
risk,” it said, “and he wag asked 
repeatedly to give himself up. His 
refusal compelled the council to 
resort to force and, in the ensuing 
exchange of fire at his residence, 
the general was killed and three 
security men were wounded.” 

‘Witnesses reported hearing gunfire 
from the region of the general's 
Addis Ababa home for a half hour 
on Saturday, with one army tank 
and an armoured personnel carrier 
on the scene. There were no further 
details, 

The council announced Sunday 
that 60 persons hed been executed, 
including Andom, the grandson of 


US. carrier leaves 
Persian Gulf 


WASHINGTON (AP). — The U.S. 
aircraft carrier-- Constellation and- 
two escorting gulded missile destroy- 
ers have left the Persian Gulf after 
a brief “familiarization” voyage in 
the strategically important water- 
way, the U.S. Defence Department 
said yesterday. 

This was the first trip since 1948 
by a US. carrier into the Gulf, 
which is bounded by the most im- 
portant oil-producing countries in the 
world. 

The Pentagon said the Constella- 
tion returned to the Arabian Sea on 
Monday, after less than two days 
in the Gulf. 

During the brief voyage, the 
carrier sent up aircraft in practice 
manoeuvres over the Gulf.

The revised official version of 
Andom's death contained a lengthy 
condemnation accusing him of be- 
traying the high trust placed in 
him.

It was not known how many 
defended Andom in the gunbattle 
with army troops. The announce- 
ment did not say why he had been 
absent from office or what crders 
he had refused. 

Nor did the council break its 
silence on the whereabouts of Selas- 
sie, who was taken from hts palace 
on the day of the coup Sept. 12 and 
has not been seen since.

U.S. congresswomen adopt Jews

WASHINGTON. — Hight con, 
women said yesterday that they fad 
launched a programme to secure 
better treatment and the eventual 
release of Jewish dissidents in So- 
viet prisons. 

Each congresswoman will adopt a 
prisoner, and will periodically ask 
appropriate Soviet officials about 
the prisoner's treatment and wel- 
fare, as well as correspond directly 
with the prisoner. 

The congresswomen told a con- 
ference they were concerned about 
387 Jewish dissidents who had been 
sentenced to long terms in Soviet 
Jabour camps because they wished 
to emigrate to Israel. 

The con men are Repre- 
sentatives Elizabeth Holtzman (De~- 
Mocrat, New York); Margaret 
Heckler (Republican, Massachu- 
setts}; Pat Schroeder (Democrat, 


Colorado); Bella Abzug (Democrat, 
New’ York); Cardiss Collins (Demo- 
erat, Illinois}; Yvonne Burke (‘De- 
Mocrat, California); Ella Grasso 
(Democrat, Connecticut); and Shir- 
ley Chisholm (Democrat, New 
York).

Hardening of Soviet stand 
on Jews now acknowledged

Union. 

Where in the past most of the 
harassment involved persons who 
had actually applied for exist visas, 
the Soviet authorities seem now to 
be turning their attention to those 
who have merely received invita- 
tions. from relatives in Israel, pre-

Similarly, where ‘in the past 
emigration was safer and easter 
from Moscow than from the 
provinces, this is now no longer 
the case. Moscow Jews are now en- 
countering more difficulties, and 
aliya activists in the large cities 
are being harassed. In Minsk, for 
example, Jews seeking employment 
have been asked to sign declarations 
that they will not speak to foreign- 
ers or ask to leave the USSR. 

Even communication with Soviet 
Jews is more difficult than it was 
some months ago. Letters and tele- 
grams are being increasingly inter- 
cepted.

CAPE TOWN (Reuter). — Heart 
transplant patient Ivan Taylor is suf- 
fering frora a minor stroke, but the 
two hearts in his chest are function- 
ing well and surgeons are optimistic, 
according to a bulletin from Groote 

Schuur Hospital yesterday. 

Taylor, 58, had the stroke during 
the unique five-hour operation on 
Monday to connect his own diseased 
heart to the heart of a 10-year-old 
girl killed in a car crash. 

His right arm was affected by the 
stroke, but the hospital bulletin said 
Mr. Taylor was perfectly canscicus 
and the complication would probably 
be only temporary. 

But, the bulletin added, “the pa- 
tient's condition is excellent from the 
cardiac point of view. With our pre- 
vious experience in such operations 
in experimental work on animals, we 
estimate the contribution of the 
transplanted heart to be between 40 
per cent and 50 per cent of the 
cardiac output of the patient,” 

Mrs. Jeanette Schrickker, a mulat- 
to woman whose daughter's heart is 
beating Inside Mr. Taylor, mean- 
while told reporters of her decision 
to allow the transplant. 

“When I signed the paper to give 
the doctors permission to use Jen- 
nifer’s heart I was still in a state of 
shock and did not quite realize what 
I had done," she said. 

“But thinking about it now, I 
would have done the same. It is 
to know that even in death, Jennifer 
wag able to save another life,” Mrs. 
Schrickker said.

The head of the “outside” panel, 
Dr. Cherles Hufnagel, refused to 
answer any questions from newsmen 
about their preliminary findings. 
They are under orders to report 
back to Sirica by Friday. 

Sirica had indicated that depend- 
ing upon their findings he might 
transfer the entire case of the 
Watergate trial to San Clemente 
temporarily to hear Nixon's testi- 
mony. 

The visiting doctors were accom- 
panied. to San Clemente by Dr. 
Eldon B. Hickman, the surgeon 
who performed the operation on 
Nixon on October 29 to prevent the 
movement of blood clots from his 
left leg to his heart and lungs.

UN accuses 
N. Korea of 
building tunnel 


PANMUNJOM (Reuter). The 
UN command yesterday charged 
North Korea with responsibility for 
construction of a tunnel] in the 
demilitarized zone dividing the two 
Koreas and said it constituted a 
major breach of the armistice 
agreement. 

U.S. Navy Rear-Adm. Henry Mor- 
gan, the senior delegate of the 
American-led UN command, said at 
8 meeting of the military armistice 
commission that construction of 
the tunnel demonstrated North 
Korea's “considered intent to sub- 
vert the (armistice) agreement and 
illegally introduce” its personnel 
ecrosa the southern portion of the 
demilitarized zone. 

The charge was rejected by the 
chief North Korean delegate, Major- 
General Kim Poong Sup, who said 
his country had nothing to do with 
the tunnel. He alleged it was “one 
of the politically motivated tricks” 
of South Korea. 

The tunnel, stretching more than 
1,000 metres into the south from 
the military demarcation line, was 
discovered by a South Korean pat- 
rol on November 15. Five days 
later an American navy officer and 
a South Korean officer were killed 
when a booby-trap exploded while 
they were investigating the tunnel. 


$600;000 ransom-}: 
asked in Italy’s ~ 
42nd kidnapping 


VERONA, Itely (UPI). — Bandits 
have kidnapped the daughter of an 
insurance executive and demanded 
$600,000 ransom, sources close to 
the investigation said yesterday. 

They said Tlaria Melloni, 20, was 
abducted on Monday while driving 
to Verona from the suburban family 
residence. 

Police sources said they suspended 
the investigation at the family’s re- 
quest. Miss Melloni’s parents, ans- 
wering mewsmen'’s questions, first 
denied the kidnapping and then 
denied even having a daughter. 

Miss Melloni was the 42nd per- 
son kidnapped in Italy this year 
and one of nine currently being held. 
The highest ransom reportedly paid 
was more than $10m. for steel 
magnate’s son Giuseppe Lucchini, 
released last week.

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New threat to Soviet Jewry 


NOT LONG AGO the exchange 
of letters between U.S. Senator 
Henry Jackson and the Ameri- 
can administration concerning 
the relaxation of immigration 
restrictions from the U.S.3.R. 
popularly known as the 
Jackson Amendment was 
welcomed with enthusiasm. Gov- 
ernment ministers, public com- 
mittees and newcomers from 
the U.S.S.R. seemed to compete 
in heaping praise on the under- 
taking. The doubters kept a low 
profile in the general celebration. 

Now, only a few weeks later, 
vc is time for a sobering stock- 
taking. Information is hard to 
obtain from the Soviet Union, 
but the picture that is gradual- 
ly emerging is not encouraging. 

The indisputable fact ‘is that 
there has been a hardening ‘in 
the Soviet attitude to those 
who seek aliya, Detente or πο, 
the iron curtain is almost as 
impenetrable as ever. But what- 
ever the ultimate aim of the 
tougher Soviet policy may be, 
the very fact that the historic 
exchange of letters between 
Senator Jackson and Dr. Kis- 
singer has been followed by 
stepped-up harassment instead 
of liberalization should serve 
as a warning signal. There has, 
after all, been no Soviet pro- 
mise: there is only a Senate 
warning that  most-favoured- 
nation status for the U.S.S.R. 
will mot ‘be renewed if emigra- 
tion is not liberalized. 

The annals of Soviet-Ameri- 
can relations, particularly since 
the end of the last world war, 
are not without instances in 
which the Americans’ good in- 
tentions were misplaced. It 
would be tragic if the ‘hopes 
pinned on the Jackson Amend- 
ment were in the end to be

The danger is not only in 
Soviet deviousness but also in 
American: complacency.. The 
trade bill for which, according 
‘w the letters exchanged be- 
tween Capitol Hill and the State 
Department, the Soviet Union 
is willing to allow more Jews 
out and to cease harassment 
WHI oot be up for re-examina- 
tion for 18 months after it is 
passed. During that time the 
trade lobby will wish to get 
on with its business, and prob- 
ably ‘be reluctant to see any 
evidence ‘that the Russians are 


not carrying out their end of 
the bargain. 


Surveillance on the part of 
American law makers will be of 
erucial importance. It will be 
equally important for us to assist 
this surveillance effort by pub- 
ishing and disseminating re- 
ports of harassment and perse- 
cution, lest problem be 
swept under the rug of detente 
and business interests. Soviet 
Jewry supplied a cue on what 
should be done last week, when 
they sent an urgent plea to 
world Jewry through six Califor- 
nia state legislators, saying: 
“Don't stop fighting to get us 
out: activism is the key to the 
survival of Russian Jewry.”

LAST WEEK the Poet revealed 
how the Haifa Branch of the La- 
bour Party was following the Gov- 
ernment's new economic restraint po- 
cy by issuing its daily press re- 
leases on bigger and more expen- 
sive paper.

What is known is bad 
enough. Over 520 journals appear 
regularly in this country, among 
them 42 children’s magazines, 50 
Economics publications and 34 on 
Law, Public Administration and 
Army. There are 29 devoted to the 
Social Sciences, 33 to Literature, 
82 to Education, 21 to Political 
Science, 22 to Medicine, 233 to 
Science and Maths, 21 to Agricul. 
ture, 26 to Religion 19 to Hobbies 
and Sport and 20 to the Humani- 
ties.
